Labour and Partition. 


It is stated that after Parliament re- 
assembles on the 10th February the 
Government will make haste to introduce 
its proposals for an Irish settlement. The 
Bill has been put into shape, and the 
Prime Minister seems to be still convinced 
that it can be enforced and will bring 
peace to Ireland. His disillusionment will 
come, of course, but there is a grave danger 
that it may come too late. No really bad 
Bill ever had a better prospect of reaching 
the Statute Book than this measure for the 
permanent division of Ireland into two 
hostile factions. The members of the 
Coalition will hesitate to embarrass the 
Government in these uncertain days. 
During the debates in the House of 
Commons the voice of Ireland will 
he virtually silent; for the Sinn 
Fein members have boycotted Parlia- 
ment, and the Ulster Unionists have le 
cided to “wait and see.”’ In the absence, 


i therefore, of any well-informed and 
| independent criticism, the Bill may pass 
| through a House of Commons blissfully 
| ignorant of the wickedness of its handiwork, 

It is this very serious danger that causes 
ius to attach special importance to the 
| present visit of the leaders of the Parlia- 
i mentary Labour Party. We have no 
| illusions about these gentlemen's views on 

Ireland. We know that they are Home 
_Rulers to a man; and if, and when, a 

Labour Government proposes its own solu- 
tion of the Irish question, we dare say 
that we shall find ourselves strongly 
opposed to it. Our visitors, however, are 
| intelligent and honest men. They will 
have conferred with representatives of 
every Irish party. The recent by-elections 
have given the Labour Party a new 
authority and influence in the House of 
Commons. The Government and the 
country must hear with attention and re- 
spect the opinions of Mr. Adamson, Mr. 
Henderson, and their colleagues during the 
Irish debates. 

We do not wish to pin our visitors to 
their obiter dicta, but we may note that, 
in his speech to the Dublin Rotary Club 
Mr. Henderson urged the neces-

tional. lines.” It does not appear, 
that their visit to Thurles, 
+ Cork, and Limerick has converted the 
British Labour leaders to the policy of 
an independent Republic. If they intend 
to evolve for their party an Irish policy 
on “constitutional lines, they must take 
an active interest in the Cabinet's forth- 
coming Bill. If they have come to "he 
conclusion that it is a bad Bill, they mast 
resist it, in order that the way may he 
left clear for a better solution at their 
own hands. The basis of the new Bill is 
the principle of partition. What have the 
Labour delegates learned about partition 
since they came to Ireland? We are quite 
sure that every one of them would admit 
that he had not heard from a solitary 
representative of any Irish party a single 
word in favour of this proposal. Thé 
Sinn Femers whom the delegates met in 
Dublin and the South are at least logical 
in this—that they want an independent 
Republic for a united Ireland. The con- 
stitutional Nationalists loathe partition. 
The delegates heard the views of the Irish 
Unionist Alliance, and yesterday they had 
a long conference with representatives of 
the Anti-Partition League. To-day, in 
Belfast, they will find that, if the 
Ulster Unionists accept partition at all, 
they will accept it only as a means of 
escape from what they regard as a still 
greater evil. The delegates have breathed 
the atmosphere of Irish politics, and have 
| had opportunities to gauge the temper «f 
the Irish people. They realise, we venture 
to think, that the universal hostility to 
partition springs from a true sentiment of 
common nationality, and is strengthened 
by all the social and economic conditions 
of the country’s life.

Meanwhile, 
however, it is interesting to note that two 
of the sub-committees’ reports, which have 
been published without the authority of 
the Board of Trade, tend to substantiate 
Mr. Mackinder’s argument. Moreover, 
they show quite clearly that the Govern- 
ment has niade “colossal’’ profits by its 
transactions in wool. That, perhaps, 
was inevitable. The Government took 
control of the Australasian wool clips 
during the war, and issued supplies 
to the trade at fixed prices which 
allowed a substantial, but. not un- 
ressonable, margin of profit on every pro- 
cess of manufacture. That was a benefit 
to everybody. It kept retail prices in the 
United Kingdom much lower than those 
ruling elsewhere, and effected enormous 
savings in respect of military clothing. 
Last April there was a change in policy. 
All the restrictions on prices and quantities 
were withdrawn. The wool was sold by 
public auction to the highest bidder. As 
a result the cost of wool soared to an 
abnormal height. In ah effort to restrain 
the market the Ministry of Munitions de- 
cided to distribute 450,000 bales at fixed 
prices. This, however, had not the 
desired effect. The only result was that 
profits which should have gone to the 
Government went into the pockets of the 
spinners who received the material. That 
was bound to happen unless the Govern- 
ment continued the control of the wool 
through all the stages of manufacture. 
Control either should have been abandoned 
altogether or continued through every 
link in the chain. The standard 
clothing scheme that the Wool Council 
suggested offered a certain and easy 
method. All the material that it re 
quired could have been made from those 
450,000 bales. The Board of Trade, how- 
ever, refused to sanction the Council's 
plan, which, therefore, never got beyond 
the paper stage. The reason given by the 
Board was that the consumer would receive 
adequate protection under the “ Profiteer 
ing' Act. Events have shown that the \ct 
is useless for this purpose. The report 
of the Committee on Worsted Yarns is the 
document upon which Mr. Mackinder 
relies. It says that there is “a striking 
disparity "' between the “fair prices” 
allowed under the War Office schedule and 
the prices that obtain to-day. The average 
pre-war profit on worsted yarn was one 
penny per pound, and the profit allowed 
by the War Office varied from one penny 
to threepence. The Committee finds that 
the market quotations under a _ free 
market, by comparison with the War 
Office price, show an estimated profit that 
ranges from 13d. to 43d. per pound. It is 
only fair, however, to say that the trade 
disputes the accuracy of these figures. No
